Teachers  were  always  my  most  favorite  peo- 
ple. They  seemed  caring,  concerned  about  stu- 
dents, interested  in  our  development  .  .  .  traits  I 
wanted  to  make  my  own.  I  guess  the  thing 
that's  best  about  teaching  is  the  opportunity  to 
present  an  idea  to  students,  an  idea  that  is  new 
to  them,  watch  them  grapple  with  this  new 
idea,  and  watch  them  try  to  make  use  of  it, 
make  sense  of  it,  and  hopefully  grow  by  it,  so 
that  when  they  come  out  it's  not  so  much  book 
knowledge  they  know,  but  new  ways  of  think- 
ing about  things,  so  they  can  entertain  more 
possibilities. 

One  of  the  nice  things  about  teaching  at 
Montclair  is  that  many  of  the  students  have 
fairly  traditional  world  views  and  knowing  that  I 
am  saying  things  that  are  outrageous  to  them 
delights  me.  I  want  to  confront  what  they  be- 
lieve to  be  absolutely  true  and  make  them  think 
about  why  they're  so  convinced  it's  true. 

I  ended  up  at  Montclair  totally  by  chance  .  .  . 
I  put  my  name  in  the  book  of  prospective  appli- 
cants one  year  at  an  Eastern  Psychological 
Association  meeting,  and  about  a  week  later  I 
got  a  call  from  this  place  called  Montclair  State 
College  asking  if  I  wanted  to  come  for  an  inter- 
view, and  I  said  sure.  I'd  never  heard  of  the 
college.  I  never  knew  it  exsisted.  I  had  hardly 
ever  been  in  New  Jersey  before  then.

Well,  let  me  see  ...  I  got  started  in  teaching 
in  the  late  1960's.  I  wanted  to  be  in  an  environ- 
ment where  I  could  continue  to  learn  things, 
and  I  liked  being  a  student  myself.

1  really  like  teaching.  It's  a  fun  kind  of  thing  to  do.  One  rewarding 
aspect  is  when  students  have  an  "Ah-ha"  experience  ...  I  like  their 
expressions,  the  bright  eyes,  that  sort  of  thing.  The  longer  I  teach,  I'm 
increasingly  comfortable  with  it,  and  in  some  ways  I  see  teaching  as 
almost  like  performing-you  can  be  on  or  off.

I  find  that  people  in  urban  areas  seldom  look  at  the  sky,  and  don't 
know  the  constellations  ...  so  I  like  to  take  students  outside  to 
visualize  what  it's  like.  I  like  to  get  students  out  of  their  seats,  taking 
part  in  a  simulation  of  the  real  sky.  Ivly  favorite  participatory  demon- 
stration shows  the  true  scale  of  the  solar  system  and  just  how  empty 
space  is.  On  a  nice  day  I  take  the  astronomy  class  outside  in  front  of 
Richardson  Hall  and  position  students  holding  model  planets  relative 
to  a  student  holding  an  orange,  which  is  the  sun.  On  this  scale  the 
earth  is  agrain  of  sand  22  feet  away  and  Pluto  is  another  grain  of  sand 
880  feet  away,  nearly  to  College  Hall. 

I  also  try  to  get  students  to  read  the  newspapers  and  keep  up  with 
what's  happening.

Once  a  group  of  ten  students  and  I  drove  up  to  Nova  Scotia  to  see  a 
solar  eclipse.  We  camped  out  for  the  weekend,  and  saw  the  eclipse.  .  .
